1 hese people are our iuture vaca­ 
tionists and permanent residents to a large extent. 


In recent years, however, the streets are so crowded that 
motorists drive around awhile and keep on going because they 
can’t find a place to park. Stuart suggested a “Hospitality House 
like the one at Victoria, B.C. would be a great help to this com­ 
munity by getting people to stop for information and learn more 
about the advantages the area has to olfer vacationists and per­ 
manent residents. 


Almost any day local drivers can see people driving slowly 
up and down streets looking lor a place to park; many with out- 
of-state license plates. They are trying to look around for a park­ 
ing place and see the town but it is anything but pleasant with 
traffic crowding in from all sides. Many of these people, as 
Stuart says, are good prospective residents but they are being 
given a bad time and often move on. disgusted with the whole 
place. 


It's something to think about because people are accustomed 
to looking for an information center in resort areas and cant 
understand why there is none in Palm Springs, The Chamber 
of Commerce is going to have to move from its nresent quarters 
soon.

Our Gardens in the Desert

If you have been w ishing th at 
you had a flowering tree in your 
garden, th is is the tim e to grant 
yourself th at wish and p lant one. 
The so-called "Flow ering Fruits 
are available now in th e bare- 
root form as well as in the con­ 
tainers. If you are p lan tin g a 
bare-root 
tree, plant it 
im m e­ 
diately so that it will have lime 
to adapt itself gradually to new 
surroundings and tim e to put out 
am ple root growth to feed the 
new branches as they flower. 
Flow ering 
peach 
trees 
are 
am ong tho most o u tstanding of 
these flow ering fruits. They are 
available in several colors and 
in mixed colors. The pale pink is 
sure to go w ith any color schem e 
which you m ight plan, an d is a 
good "m odifier" if there is too 
much strong color nearby. Then 
there is the "pepperm int" 
v a­ 
riety w hich 
is 
in 
appearance 
just as it sounds—the colors of 
a red-and-w hite-to-pink pepper­ 
mint c a n d / stick! This is one 
of the new types and is very 
popular because 
it 
is "som e­ 
thing different" in the garden, 
and quite a conversation piece! 
Then, of course, ihere is the 
exquisite "red" or "w aterm elon 
red" w hich is just the color of 
the inside of a w aterm elon. This 
to me. is one of the best colors 
for a specim en tree in our Des­ 
ert 
gardens. 
Its gay coloring 
blends w ith the B ougainvillea 
and petunias and pink H ibiscus 
and roses and with all pinks, 
blues and fuchsia tones in the 
garden. It contracts With other 
colorings 
definitely enough to 
be pleasing. 
. 
A flow ering peach tree w ith ­ 
stands cold and is one of the 
first harbingers of Spring. The 
blossoms 
a p p e a r before the 
leaves on the tree and therefore 
are more attractive because there 
is nothing to detract from the 
m ass of color. These trees are

C’hoose your favorite color in 
the Flow ering Peace tree, and 
plant it in the corner of th e g a r­ 
den in a shrub border if you 
wish, or in a flow er bed w ith 
sm all colorful cutting flowers be­ 
neath it. O r plan a special loca­ 
tion in a raised bed in the law n, 
for instance. If you are fond of 
bulbs, p lan t these beneath the 
peach tree in October and 
by 
February you will have a color­ 
ful 
display of w hich you can 
w ell be proud. Try pink prim ula 
w ith a border of deep blue lo­ 
belia, or a m ass planting of blue 
viola w ith 
a 
border of w hile 
alyssum . O r if you are a little 
lazy, just plant rose of heaven 
petunias beneath th e tree! There 
are 
dozens 
of 
com binations, 
w hich w ith a little play of im ­ 
agination, can be m ost effective. 
One of 
th e 
m ost im portant 
points to rem em ber now, is th at 
you can p lan t a Flow ering peace 
th is week, and in ju st a m atter 
of days, 
have it bloom ing 
in 
your garden. Don't expect a h a r­ 
vest of fruit, but you can ex ­ 
pect an attractive sm all green 
tree all Sum m er long after the 
bloom has gone, an d during the 
flow ering period you will enjoy 
th e color and excellent cutting 
m aterial. Such trees are a v a il­ 
able now a t a very nom inal cost.
